First off. let's consider a plain, ordinary jet 
engine Basically, it works es follows Cold air 
comes in the front of the engine . is com 
pressed, mixed with fuel and burned. The re¬ 
sulting hot gases pass through turbines which

First, some of the air (K) gulped in by the fan 
(FI passes through the compressor, burners 
and turbine (C. B. T) and emerges as in the 
conventional jet(J). Second, the outer section 
of the fan draws additional air into the by¬ 
pass section of the engine as shown by the 
arrows. Accelerated by the fan. this additional 
air is exhausted as a cold air jet (K J) providing 
extra engine thrust
